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seventeenth Green Sale 
By Harmer Rooke & Co. 
Sets New Sales Record 


The sale of Part XVII of the 
Col. E. H. R. Green collection, at 
the auction room of Harmer 
Rooke & Co., Inc. of New York 
proke many records for the first 

ion on the afternoon of Nov. 
13th, 1944. This session was de- 
voted to 283 lots of which 235 
were selected rare United States 
and Possessions items and the bal- 
ance comprising rare Argentine 
and Chile, with a few mixed com- 
pination lots. In the short space of 
three hours these 283 lots 
ere knocked down for a total 
of $125,014.00 a record for a sin- 
gle session in an American sale, 
and a single buyer, Y. Souren 
bought about 60 of these lots for 
$77,311.00, another record: 


Mr. Souren was the buyer of 
the two most featured lots in the 
gale, the most celebrated being 
the plate number and arrow block 
of eight of the 24c 1918 Airmail 
with inverted center, which he 
secured for $27,000.00 in the face 
of spirited bidding in which many 
buyers participated up to the 
$20,000 mark. The other lots in 
which so much interest was cen- 
tered was the only known com- 
plete uncut sheet of 400 of the 5c 
1902 imperforate, Scott #315, 
which he secured at $14,000.00. 
The prices these two items, which 
are among the most important 
rarities in United States stamps 
has been the subject of wide spec- 
ulation in philatelic circles for the 
past several weeks. Among other 
extensive purchases, Mr. Souren 
regards his acquisition of the only 
known block of the $5 State De- 
partment, most highly. This he se- 
cured at $3500, while at the same 
time he also bought complete mint 
isheets*of the $10 and $20 State 





‘Department at $2900 and $3000, 
“fespectively. Only one other set 
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of these two sheets without pen 


_ marks, is believed to be in exist- 


ence. He also acquired many choice 
plate number pieces in the rare 
bluish paper issues of 1909, in- 
cluding the top strips of three of 
the extremely rare 4c and 8c for 
$2175, and the uniuge star plate 
block of the 1c, with 3mm spac- 
ing for $1500. Another exceedingly 
important and unique item he ac- 
quired was the complete mint sheet 
of 100 of the 1c 1857, plate 4, with 
the entire bottom row of Type 1A 
stamps, the balance of the sheet 
being combinations of Type 2, 3, 
and 3A. This marvelous item cost 
him $3750.00. 

Among others’ contributing to 
the heavy bidding were Philip H. 
Ward, Jr., whose most important 
acquisition was one of the two 
known blocks of four of the 2c 
Pan American with inverted cen- 
ter for $5750. This block, unfor- 
tunately was thinned on two 
stamps, or a much higher reali- 
zation would certainly have taken 
Place. Other buyers were Spencer 
Anderson, Irwin Heiman, Harry 
Keffer, M. Meghrig & Sons, Ezra 
Cole, who acquired some of the 
more valuable lots, while the bal- 
ance was distributed among a 
large number of floor and mail 
buyers. Mail bidders, incidentally, 
secured only 36 lots for a total of 
$5913, with approximately $124,- 
000.00 being taken by those pres- 
ent at the sale in person.

Captain Harry Pforzheimer 
passed away in Walter Reed hos- 
pital, in Washington, D. C., after 
a long illness, on October 17th, 
at the age of 66.

Mail Into Sidney 
Damaged By Train 


When the westbound flyer went 
through Sidney on November 10th, 
the mail clerk responsible for kick- 
ing the mail bags off the train 
failed to use enough effort as so 
often happened before and some 
of the bags were sucked back un- 
der the train which makes a merry 
mess with a bag of mail if you 
have ever seen such a mess. 

The bag is torn to pieces and 
letters scattered up the track for 
anywhere up to a half mile or 
perhaps a mile. Letters are torn 
open, contents lost in some cases 
and several postal employees rush 
to the depot to salvage what can 
be picked up. 

Out of this last crash landing 
of the mail in Sidney, several let- 
ters came to our office. We note 
one from Steve Killian of New 
Britain, Conn., another from Nia- 
gara Falls, New York, one from 
Auburn, N. Y., one from Roches- 
ter. Fortunately we believe the 
contents on these letters was re- 
covered and that they are taken 
care of properly, but we have a 
letter from: what we believe is 
Medina, O., which is almost ille- 
gible as to postmark and address 
in corner, and which when it 
reached our office contained only 
a piece of white paper and a 3c 
Philippines stamp which was ap- 
parently on the letter, 

f we have someone in that city 
who mailed us a letter on Novem- 
ber 9th, we would be glad to hear 
what was in that letter as con- 
tents are entirely missing. 








First Day Sales 
On Recent Stamps 


Word comes from Washington 
with the first day sales report on 
the last four new stamps to be 
issued. . 

The first of thesé is the 13¢c and 
17c Special Delivery, issued Octo- 
ber 30th. The report lists both the 
13ec and 17c together so that no 
breakdown on each stamp is avail- 
able, and total number of either 
or both stamps is not given. 

Total cash value for the two 
stamps was $42,769.59 and the 
— number of covers was 158,- 

For the 3c Motion Picture stamp 
issued first day at both New York 
City and Hollywood, we find that 
the sales at New York Totaled 1,- 
137,136 stamps: at Hollywood, 690,- 
429 stamps. 

Total value at New York was 
$34,114.08 and at Hollywood, 
$20,712.87. 

Covers canceled at New York 
was 190,660 and at Hollywood 


192,860. It is interesting to note| 


that in the number of covers can- 
celed, the Hollywood figure is 
greater than New York. This is no 
doubt caused by heavy mailings 
by the Movie Industry. 

The Korean stamp issued No- 
vember 2 shows 776,620 stamps 
sold, with a total face value of 
$33,831.00 and with 192,869 cov- 
er sent through. 

We regret that there has been 
no statement made as to the num- 
ber of stamps printed for either 
the Movie or the Korean issue.

Is It Is Or Is It Ain't 
The Flag Of Korea That 
Is Pictured On New Stamp 





Since our copy for our issue of 
last week went to the printer we 
have been diligently looking in 
every direction and through all 
the available reference books for 
further inforamtion on the Flag 
of Korea. 

While the statements we made 
last week still seem to be correct, 
we want to make the following 
further observations here and 
sum the matter up in this one ar- 
ticle. 

We would naturally believe 
that the central design of the 
flag should be pictured in some 
definite form, Also that the small 
lines in the four corners should 
be in some definite arrangement 
for these four groups of what ap- 
pear to be three short lines are 
all different. 

The first question then is, what 
is the correct arrangement for the 
center circular design and for 
the corner markings. 

A letter to the National Geo- 
graphic Society, asking for any 
information concerning the flag of 
Korea brought back the informa- 
tion that the flag had been pictur- 
ed in the September 1938 issue of 
their magazine. Ordinarily, most 
anyone would believe that the 
National Geographic Society 
would be a court of last resort 
as to the correct picturing of a 
flag of any country. 

We are going to choose to be- 
lieve that the picture as shown by 
the Society is correct and we refer 
you to the illustrations of the 
three flags as shown on this page. 
The flag marked Number 1 is that 
as pictured by the Society. You 
will note the arrangement of the 
central curlicue also the corner 
markings. Bear in mind that in 
the three illustrations shown, the 
red color in the central picture is 


shown as solid black, the other 
color is shown as_' white, in our 
pictures. 


In the letter from Mr. Leonard 
C. Roy of the Society, he states 
that the Korean Flag is pictured 
on Page 382 of the September 1934 
issue and calls our attention to the 
fact that the “whirlgig” design is 
centered on a white background 
but that the colors red and blue 
and direction of whirl are rever- 
sed from what is shown on the 
issued stamp. 

Mr. Roy also quotes the descrip- 
tion of the flag as printed in the 
same issue of the magazine on 
page 388, and we quote that here. 

“485. CHOSEN (JAPAN).—The 
circular device on the Chosen 
(Korean) flag is known as_ the 
“pak-kwa”. This symbol is sup- 
posed to repres._nt any two com- 
plimentary objects of Nature, 
such as male and female, or water 
and earth. The Japanese flag has 
latterly taken the place of the old 
flag of Korean in Chosen”, 

We should all realize that Korea 
was taken by Japan many years 
ago. That Japan changed the name 
of the country to Chosen, that in 
so far as any government of Korea 
is considered, there is none as it 
is under Japanes control. There- 
fore any flag of Korea would have 
t. be the old flag which was in 
use at the time of the Japanese 
occupation, 

We are presuming that this flag 
is the one as pictured by the Na- 
tional Geographic Society in 1938, 

In reference to the flag, Mr. Roy 
writes that ““At the time of pre- 
paration of the design for the new

In the hope that it may serve as 
a warning to collectors who may 
for any length of time have stamp 
collections stored in storage ware- 
houses, may I relate an exper- 
ience through which I have just 
gone; and which has caused me 
much grief and annoyance? 

For the past two years I had 
stored at Roanoke, Va., in a good 
metal trunk, my 15-volume stamp 
collection. In September last, I 
had the trunk shipped to me and, 
on opening it, was amazed at the 
intolerable musty odor and the 
slightly damp condition of its con- 
tents. All but two of my fine Bri- 
tish made albums were __ spotted 
with mold and many of the cov- 
ers were warped, On examining 
them, I found an immense quan- 
tity of fine mint’ stamps _— stuck 
down to’the album pages-particu- 
larly fine blocks of United States 
and large blocks of commemora- 
tives for ten or twelve years back- 
as well as almost complete col- 
lections of Canada, Newfound- 
land and many very fine show- 
ings of the European countries. 

Our fine, bright, dry, sunny 
climate has caused some of these 
stamps to loosen-and with the 
edge of a fine-bladed knife, I have 
been able to carefully pry others 
loose. But nearly all of the 
blocks and an alarming number 
of single mint stamps appear to 
be hopelessly stuck down. 

The trunk has an appearance of 
the bottom being exposed to water 
and my belief is that the damp- 
ness seeped through everything in 
it. The Southern climate is damp 
and hot in summer with torren- 
tial rains, and in winter it is 
damp _ and cold.

If any collectors have collec- 
tions in-storage, it would be well 
if they examined them frequent- 
ly, or, at least wrapped each in- 
dividual album in heavy paper. I 
have contacted the Storage Com- 
pany and am awaiting a reply. 
I am also making jinquries for 
help and suggestions as to any 
method or treatment that will en- 
able me to salvage the greater 
part of these stuck-down stamps, 
and will be grateful for any ideas 
that may be given me.

done with. 

HARRY WEISS FAUX PAS— 
In the November 4th issue of 
GOSSIP he. writes that many 
readers have asked him to ex- 
change the photo drawing that 
heads his column for a real photo. 
He further states that he'll see 
what can be done about it. Har- 
ry, some collectors have young 
children, who frequently look 
through your paper thinking they 
contain ‘‘funnies’. Why change 
that drawing and_ disappoint 
them? Let them have their fun! 
Besides a real photo would drive 
your readers to drink thus de- 
priving your advertisers of that 
much more revenue. Continuing 
Uncle Harry, has a few words to 
say about this writer and _ the 
steak with zepp gravy. Week af- 
ter week I knock myself out giv- 
ing you the lowdown on this Mil- 
waukee-Shorewood character and 
he always retaliates by telling 
you that my column is snappy and 
that ‘he admires me. Maybe we 
could work this up into a real love 
affair. Gee whiz, now I have an 
admirer. What you need, Uncle, 
is a good gag writer. Enough of 
you for this week. Go _ chase 
around the barns before the snow 
flies. (He probably has special 
snow shoes for that, too). 

I ACCUSE—This is a two part 
subject, the second part to be 
printed next week, so before you 
sit down to mail me an angry let- 
ter, wait it out until next week 
until I have finished the subject. 
Ever since I started this column I 
have been siding with the colect- 
tors and accusing the dealers of 
everything in the book. How- 
ever, I have spent some time re- 
cently with some approval deal- 
ers who are honest, sincere and 
good business men, and what I 
have learned about collectors 
would fill more than a book. In 
writing this, I exclude from this 
discussion, (a) specialists in one 
stamp or one country or an phi- 
latelic subject, (b) those collectors 
who only buy their stamps from 
dealers in person. This has to do 
mainly with approval buyers and 
dealersa nnd almost every dealer 
sells by mail to some extent. 

We have read elsewhere, and I 
have written that some dealers are 
crooked. I now want to inform 
anyone who doesn’t know it, that 
I have positive proof that for every 
crooked dealer there are ten 
crooked stamp collectors, and if 
you want proof, I can furnish it 
black on white. The advertisers 
in this paper who offer free 
stamps or stamps at cost to at- 
tract approval customers, can at- 
test to how many collectors send 
for the offer with absolutely no 
intention of ever buying more 
than a few pennies worth of the 
first approval lot and then asking 
the dealer to discontinue his serv- 
ice. There are those collectors who 
use fancy stationary, either per- 
sonal or business or fraternal, who 


give lofty references, but who 
keep approvals five months, until 
a letter from a lawyer brings them 
back in worse for the wear con- 
dition. There are those who nev- 
er pay and since the amount is 
small, it is not worth the legal 
fees attendant to collection. Then 
there are the stamp_ switchers, 
who switch their bad copy for the 
dealers good copy, and those who 
send long want lists and return 


90% of the stamps for no given 
reason. Shall I mention § those 
“good” customers who keep 


stamps for three to four or five 
weeks instead of the ten usual 
days allotted to them, thus caus- 
ing the dealers overhead to rise 
through sending them constant re- 
minders? 

Or the customer who orders a 
set, pays for it, with the provision 
that if he can buy it cheaper from 
Domoblatz and Co., he intends to 
return the set and wants a re- 
fund. There are many more in- 
stances but at the moment they 
are not important. The fact is, 
there are some crooked dealers, 
but there are many more crooked 
collectors, and that is a strong 
charge. But I believe every ad- 
vertiser in this or any other pa- 
per can bring out dozens of ex- 
amples of where the customer has 
tried his darndest to cheat the 
dealer. 

There must be many dealers 
who start out with lofty ideals 
as to the way they intend to carry 
on an honest, decent stamp com- 
pany. I know of one who started 
out on the promise of paying 
postage both ways, sending free 
first day covers to his customers, 
obtaining albums and accessories 
which he did not carry, for those 
that needed them at cost plus 
postage and minus any profit to 
himself. Each batch of approvals 
was accompanied by a personal 
letter, inteding to show interest 
in the collector. He followed 
out every rule which could be set 
up to make for successful busi- 
ness. Any dealer who has tried 
the same tactics can give you 
the answer. What happened to 
him, shouldn’t happen to a dog! 

People are not inherently dis- 
honest, except a few, of course. 
The majority of stamp collectors 
are honest. But the majority of 
those who have no contacts with 
stamp clubs or who never get 
near a stamp dealer in person 
have not been educated into the 
proper way of buying stamps by 
mail. I believe that would also 
apply to a great many who only 
buy stamps in person. 

The remedy? There is one, of 
course. A little less writing a- 
bout Premier Gravures, or the 
pock marks on the Bavarian 1906, 
or the headache Martha Washing- 
ton had when she posed for the 
portrait used on the present 1% 
cent stamp, and a little more 
educating of collectors on the 
part of editors and columnists 
would go a long way to help- 
ing advertisers build up a suc- 
cessful clientele. There is one 
columnist who writes column af- 
ter column about U. S. stamps as 
an investment. He can find more 
facts on that subject then there 
is on the Hope Diamond. Still 
another makes it his business to 
butt into editors affairs. These 
and the better writers, including 
my editor, George W. Linn, and 
Harry Lindquist and his staff and 
the editors and writers of GOS- 
SIP, MEKEELS, WESTERN 
STAMP and CHAMBERS ought 
to run an educational campaign 
for the betterment of stamp col- 
lecting, but especially for the 
good of the men who buy the 
space that keeps them going. This 
may be to unimportant for some 
of our journals, too picayunish, 
or “the time may not be right”,

That poor Philippine Stamp, the one we will wees call the 
Corregidor stamp or something else. Altho announced in the first 
place as a stamp to Honor the Philippines, for some hidden reason 
this stamp was never issued but we did issue thirteen other stamps, 
all nice attractive looking ones to honor thirteen 
other overrun nations, some of which have failed 
to put up as gallant a fight as the Filipinos have, 
in this present fight for freedom. The stamp that 
was issued will be known as the Corregidor stamp. 
There has been much ridicule heaped upon this 
stamp and we think it deserves all it got. It is not 
ridicule of the Filipinos, but ridicule of the Offi- 
cials responsible for the subject on this horrible 
looking postage stamp. We have referred to the 
stamp as picturing the island hind end foremost and 
we are called to account for this by various news- 
paper columnists who claim the stamp is not a 
map picture, but just a picture and that when one 
George W. Linn prints a picture they can darn well place the pic- 
ture in any position they choose and are not bound by Compass di- 
rections. 

Admitting all this, its not a map, just a picture, we feel con- 
fident that the people who went to school and saw relief maps will 
still consider this a map, at least a relief map and we think most 
readers will agree with us, that a relief map should be shown with 
due respect to compass points. 

Leastwise it would have been just as good looking a stamp and 
would have saved itself that much “Question” as to its correct ap- 
pearance. 

If our newspapers start printing pictures of the people with 
them all standing on their heads, I am sure that there would be 
some question about that. Probably the correct solution of this 
problem is that the artist who first made the picture is one of those 
Cubists or Surrealists. If so we hope that the Postoffice Department 
will not put us on a steady diet of much stamps,

Most of the covers specifi- 
cally marked SOUTHBOUND or 
addressed to Birmingham were 
either postmarked Nov. 6th or 
postmarked with the covers on 
the 5th and then held over until 
the southbound flight on the 
following day. Mr. L. G. Col- 
lier, the Postmaster at Huntsville, 
personally ‘autographed most of 
the covers. 

There were 3,160 covers flown 
from Huntsville north through 
Chattanooga (included in this fi- 
gure are those covers which were 
intended to go southward but 
which received the cancellation of 
Nov. 5th); 300 covers flown 
Southward to Birmingham (post- 
marked Nov. 6th); 230 covers 
flown from Birmingham to Hunts- 
ville; and 219 covers flown from 
Chattanooga to Birmingham.

TECHNICAL REPORT 


WORLD’S FAIR ISSUE OF 
PORTUGESE COLONIES | 











One of the greatest of the air 
mail scandals is the case of the 
stamps of the Portugese colonies 
overprinted as commemoratives of | 
the New York World’s Fair. | 
It was on November 7, 1939 that | 
the Acting Comunissioner General 
of Portugal’s New York World’s 
Fair Commission sent a circular 
letter to the stamp trade announc- 
ing that his government had au- 
thorized the overprinting of 2,000 
copies of one stamp of each of 
eight Portugese colonies with a 
trylon and perisphere to commem- 
orate the Fair, He stated that this 
issue had been authorized by of- 
ficial decree of the Minister of 
Colonies on August 15, 1939. The 
eight stamps appeared in the New | 
York philatelic market at some | 
time about the middle of Novem- 
ber, 1939 having, it is believed, | 
been overprinted in New York. 
Subsequent research has estab- | 
lished that no decree authorizing | 
these stamps was issued on Au- | 
gust 15, 1939 or onsany date prior 
to their appearance. However, a 
decree authorizing them was is- 
sued on December 2, 1939, about 
a month after their sale in New | 
York. From this it would appear | 
that after the stamps were mar- 
keted in New York their sponsors | 
managed to have a decree put in- 
to the record in Lisbon in order to 
legitimize them. | 
But the decree of December 2, 
1939 violates a decree of Decem- 
ber 2, 1929 which provides that no 
issue of stamps may be made for 
a Portugese colony in a quantity 
less than 100,000 copies. Thus the 
decree of December 2, 1939 is in 
violation of the decree of Decem- 
ber 2, 1929; and the World’s Fair

“The flag. adopted is that of in- 
dependent Korea as it appears in 
“Flags of Maritime Nations”, 
edition of 1899, published by the 
Bureau of Equipment, Navy De- 
partment.” 

“When properly illustrated, the 
red portion of the central design 
should be at the top with the 
heavier portion nearest to the tri- 
gram of three unbroken lines. The 
central arrangement appears 
slightly different from the reverse 
side.” 

Just exactly what Mr. North 
means is a bit more than we can 
be positive of. He says ‘When 
properly illustrated”, Does this 
admit that the picture as on the 
stamp is not a proper illustration. 
Further he says that the design 
“appears slightly different from 
the reverse side.” 

Is this an admission that the 
illustration on the stamp is from 
the reverse side or possible that a 
photo negative print may have 
been made from a negative that 
has been turned wrong side up 
when printed. 

Leastwise we learn nothing 
from the letter as it does not ex~- 
plain in a manner that we can be 
sure we understand. He speaks of 
the red portion of the central de- 
sign as being at the top. We pre- 
sume he means as shown on the 
stamp, but even then, the arrange- 
ment of the curlicue design is dif- 
ferent than shown in the National 
Geographic magazine. 

In fact there seems to be a great 
bit of difference of opinion with 
regard to this central design and 
when we_ look at old _ stamps of 
Korea which picture this design, 
we begin to wonder, is there an 
actual right and wrong position 
for these curlicues for we find 
them pictured differently on dif- 
ferent stamps. Also most cachets 
designed by the varicus cachet de- 
signers do not agree. : 

The illustration we print on 
page one show (1) The flag as 
pictured by the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Also we note that 
the cachet on the engraved envel- 
ope by H. Grimsland is identical 
with this Number 1 design, The 
cachets on the «. velopes by L. W. 
Staehle for his own cachet covers 
is same as number 1, also his 
drawing for the Smartcraft covers 
is same as number 1. But Mr. 
Staehle also made the drawing for 
the Cachet Craft covers and in 
this drawing he has reversed the 
central curlicue, while the corner 
markings are as our Number 1 de- 
sign, making this latter cover our 
Number 2 flag. 

The number 3 flag we picture is 
as shown on the stamp and it will 
be noted that the central design is 
wholly different from all the other 
and also that the small line mark- 
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ings in the corners are different 
from the others. 

The great point however with 
reference to this flag of Korea is 
that the National Geographic 
Society pictures the flag as 
square, as we have illustrated it 
in all three instances. No cachet 
contains a square flag and we are 
therefore led to wonder why the 
flag was pictured as a square flag 
in the Geographic Magazine. 

There is a need for some de- 
finite research and information on 
this subject. 

Going back to the article by Mr. 
James Waldo Fawcett in his col- 
umn in the Washington Star we 
are told that the colors of the 
Korean flag should be red and 
black on a white ground. This also 
leads to a demand for definite in- 


(43 | formation. 


Mr. Fawcett also describes and 
gives detail about the small lines 
in the corners of the flag and de- 
finitely locates each different 
group of lines in precise corners 
of the flag. His location of these 
groups of lines does not agree 
with the issued stamp, so someone 
is wrong. 

With regard to the position of 
the lines in the corners, Mr. Faw- 
cett places the three whole lines 
in the upper left corner. The three 
broken lines in the lower right 
corner, the two whole lines on 
either side of the broken line are 
in the lower left corner and the 
two broken lines either side of the 
whole line are in the upper right 
corner. 

This arrangement does not 
agree with the issued stamp or 
with any of the cacheted cover 
designs we have seen. 

Thus we can only come to the 
conclusion that something is 
wrong somewhere. From the in- 
formation we have been able to 
find, it appears that the actual 
flag should be as our Number 1 
illustration, a square flag, the 
colors of which should be red and 
black. Just as illustrated if you 
consider the dark part of the cen- 
tral figure as red, and the white 
portion-as black, the corner mark- 
ings also being black. 

Certainly, there must be some 
source in Washington that can de- 
finitely settle this entire matter 
and we can only hope that those 
who have access to information 
will make a definite effort to find 
the correct answer.

United States Mail 
Was First Sorted In 
Transit In 1862 


by Willis E. Potter 

Indisputable credit for inau- 
gurating the Railway Post Office 
service, i. e. sorting mail in tran- 
sit, belong to W. A. Davis, a clerk 
in the St. Joseph, Mo., post office, 
who conceived the idea and put 
it into operation on the historic 
Hannibal & St. Joseph Railroad 
(now a part of the Burlington 
system) July 28, 1862. At the time 
the H. & St. Joe began sorting 
mail en route, it was making con- 
nections with the overland mail 
stages, which carried the mail west 
from St. Joseph after the fam- 
ed Pony Express ceased operations 
in October, 1861. 
There is no question in the 
minds of postal historians about 
Davis’ priority. In confirmation of 
this, I quote a few qualified au- 
thorities: 
“In the light of all that the Rail- 
way Mail service has grown to be 
in recent years, it becomes an in- 
teresting question as to where the 
credit belongs for originating this 
service. Several claimants for the 
honor have arosen....There seems 
to be no doubt that Mr. Davis 
(William A. Davis of St. Joseph, 
Mo.) was the first to distribute 
through mails in the United States, 
and the first to have cars prepared 
for that purpose, as was done by 
the Hannibal and Saint Joseph 
Railroad for the transportation of 
overland mails....A thorough 
search of the records reveals noth- 
ing bearing upon the distribution 
of through mails earlier than the 
letter of the postmaster at St. 
Joseph, which presumbably con- 
tained the suggestions of Mr. 
Davis, and led to the experiment 
in connection with the overland 
mails.” “History of the Railway 
Mail Service,” published by the 
order of Congress, 1885. 
“The credit for suggesting the 
first step toward the present (R. 
P. O.) system has generally been 
given to Colonel G. B. Armstrong 
who in 1864 was Assistant Post- 
master at Chicago. This is in- 
correct. Mr. W. A. Davis, a clerk 
of the St. Joseph, Mo., post of- 
fice, where the overland = mail 
was made up, conceived the idea 
in 1862.”—(Former Postmaster 
General Thomas L. James, 1892). 
“Recognize services of William 
A. Davis of Saint Joseph, Mo., as 
superintendent of overland mail 
distribution on the cars of the 
Hannibal and Saint Joseph Rail- 
road Company from 26th of July 
to 3lst August, 1862, at $100, and 
refer to Auditor to pay him that 
amount.’’—Official orders, Post 
Office Department, September 24, 
1862 








“<The father of railway mail 
service’ was General William A. 
Davis of St. Joseph....The assist- 
ant postmaster general at the 
time, A. N. Seevely....said. ‘I 
talked with Mr. Davis in St. Joe 
during my visit there, preparatory 
to a trip on the overland stage, 
and believe that the idea of assort- 
ing mail on the cars, instead of 
delaying them for that purpose in 
the distributing post office in St. 
Joseph was entirely original with 
himself.’’””—Walter B. Stevens, 
Centennial History of Missouri.

—History of the Postal Service, 
Bureau of the Second Assistant 
Postmaster General. 

According to Postmaster Gen- 
eral James, Col. Armstrong, who 
became the first General Railway 
Mail Superintendent deserves 
much credit for organizing the 
system, but W. A. Davis of St. 
Joseph unquestionably conceived 
and placed in service in 1862 on 
the Hannibal & St. Joseph Rail- 
road the first mail sorting car in 
the United States. , 

A replica of the orginal Hanni- 
bal & St. Joseph Railroad R. P. 
O. car, which the Burlington Rail- 
road uses on historical occasions, 
contains a bronze plaque, placed 
on the car by the Railway Mail 
Association in 1937 upon the oc- 
casion of the 75th anniversary of 
the inauguration of the first R. P. 
O. service, which reads: ‘‘Com- 
memorating the 75th Anniversary 
of the First Railway Post Office— 
Hannibal & St. Joseph Railroad 
(Now part of Burlington Route) 
West Quincy to St. Joseph, Mis- 
souri, July 28, 1862. Presented by 
the Railway Mail Association, 
Chicago Union Station, July 28, 
1937.” 

All credit to Col. Armstrong for 
introducing R. P. O. service on 
the Chicago & North Western and 
Organizing the Railway Post Of- 
fice service, but it is not to be 
forgotten that W. A. Davis of St. 
Joseph, Mo., conceived the idea 
and was responsible for Americas 
first R. P. O. car, on the Hanni- 
bal & St. Joseph, and that the 
Railway Post Office service dates 
from Davis’ car in 1862, not from 
Armstrong’s adaptation thereof in
